Mr. Vanderbilt raised the issue 
as to the allegations of the. divorce by deny- 
ing in his answer the charges made in the 
complaint, and upon that issue the case was 
sent to Mr. Kelly as referee. Feb. 5 the 
referee’s report was filed. Since that time 
Judge Barrett has had the case under consid: 
eration. 

The referee’s report finds that the allega- 
tions of Mrs. Vanderbilt set forth in the com- 
plaint are true and that Mr. Vanderbilt has 
been guilty of the aets charged against him. 
The Justice, after carefully examining the 
testimony and wading through the report and 

mendations of the referee, decided that.

Calamity Wail. 


Better prices under existing conditions cannot 
be expected, debtor nation cannet maintain 
an sven level of prices with creditor nations. The 
single gold standard can be maintained in the 
United States only by forcing down the price 
level of commodities here enough below the price 
level of other countries to turn gold this way, or 
at any rate to induce our creditors to take com- 
modities of us for what we owe them instead of 
demanding gold. Any policy, therefore, that tends 
to raise prices necessarily operates to expel 
gold. This condition of things cannot be over- 
come by tariffs, much less by free trade. In the 
payment of annual dunes to other countries we 
must compete with other debtor countries—with 
Argentina, with Egypt, with India. with all the 
countries of Great Britain, and, worst of all, 
with Asiatic races, with industries stimulated as 
never before by the low price of silver. 

These conditions, from which there is no escape 


as long as the gold standard policy is pursued, 


intensify the gravity of the situation in this 
country to such an extent as to compel the seri- 
ous attention of all patriotic citizens. How idle 


in the presence of such conditions to expect to 


maintain the gold standard by an indefinite issue 
of bonds; and how unwise, if not reckless, such 
a policy must seem to the thoughtful men 
everywhere. It is estima that already 
the rise of gold by increasing debts has 
absorbed from 40 to 50 thousand millions of the 
world’s wealth. : 

The inauguration of a movement for relief 
from these enthralling conditions must spring 
from the people. Politicians never institute 
ery reforms, and it were idle to wait for them. 

his cause is the cause of the people, and it is be- 
lieved that it more profoundly concerns the wel- 
fare of the great body of the people than any 
question since the civil war, if not indeed since 
our independence was gained; for in its ultimate 
outcome the question of a sufficiency or scarcity 
of money is a question of freedom or serfdom for 
the mass of the people. 


Against a Foreign Decision. 


While not tumindful of the interests of the 
people of other countries in this question, it is 
not an issue that can be safely submitted to the 
decision of foreign governments or be made to 
depend on what other countries may do or may 
not do. When our monetary system was estab- 
lished over a hundred years ago, with a popula- 
tion of less than 4.000.000, our fathers 
did not wait for or invite the _ concur- 
rence of other — Nor did tbe 
framers of the Constitution contemplate 
any such action. They legislated for the United 
States and we now, as Americans, must legislate 
for ourselves. Beware of entangling alliances ”’ 
in this as in other matters, and especidlly of al- 
lurements of international conferences, to delay 
action in our own behalf, in the delusive hope 
that other countries will care for our interests 
better than we can ourselves. No other country 
has ever asked our approval of its financial 


policy. 

It is believed the United States has power 
enough in the commercial world alone to re- 
store the link between gold and silver, broken in 
1873, but should gold for any reascn tempor- 
arily go to a premium it will none the less oper- 
ate on prices generally, and certainly a premium 
on gold here would, like a fallin the gold price 
of silver to silver countries, inure on every side 
to the advantage of the United States.

GROVERGETS HISGUN 


ON PLEASURE BENT HE SAILS FOR 
SOUTHERN SOUNDS. 


Congress Being Off His Hands Cleveland 
Proposes to Reduee the Finny and 
Feathered Tribes — Ex-Congressmen 
Gnash Their Teeth Over the Flight of 
the Executive—Little Chance That Mr, 
Warren Will Be Made Supervising Ar- 
chitecteGermany Seek« American Trade. 


Wasuineton, D. C., March 5.—[Special. }— 
Occupants of the White House were astir 


early this morning from the fact that the 


President before retiring last evening had 
given instructions fora prompt breakfast be- 
fore starting on a gunning trip. Preparations 
were going on for this expedition all yester- 
day, and Steward St. Clair of the Executive 
Mansion was kept busy stocking the larder ot 
the lighthouse tender Violet with two weeks’ 
supplies for the use of the President and his 
party. Consequently when the President 
finished his first meal today there was little 
to bé done in the way of getting ready for his 
trip. The carriage rolled up to the south en- 
trance of the Executive Mansion at 9 o’clock 
and Mrs.-Cleveland and the babies came out 
on the portico to wish the head of the house- 
hold a pleasant journey. With the exception 
of Dr. Reilly, who was to accompany the 
President throughout his journey, and Private 
Secretary Thurber no one was aware of the 
exact time fixed for the President’s departure, 
and consequently there was no demonstration 
either at the White House or the steamboat 
wharf. Secretaries Gresham and Carlisle had 
been invited togo duck hunting, but at the 
last moment both were compeiled to decline 
owing to the condition of public business in 
the State and Treasury Departments. Upon 
reaching the wharf where lay the little craft 
which was to bear him to the haunts of the 
ducks the President fairly sprang out, like a 
boy going for a frolic, and he never seemed in 
better health or spirits. Capt. Willis had been 
expecting his distinguished passenger since 
eight bells and after he came aboard there 
was no delay in casting off tne hawser and 
startmg bow on down the Potomac for a 
cruise which will only terminate when or- 
dered by the Commander-in-Chief of the army 
and navy of the United States.

It was lucky for the President, however, 
that he got away early and unobserved, al- 
though Private Secretary Thurber, who was 
ieft asa bumper to ward off, White House 
callers, evidently did not consider himself the 
most fortunate individual in the world. 
Usually 10 o’clock in the forenoon is the 
hour when callers are admitted to the Presi- 
dent’s office and this fact is pretty well known 
to Congressmen who have had business to 
transact. at the White House. Although it 
had been hinted the President was getting 
ready to go on.a hunting trip not one Con- 
reasman in ten believed he would leave 
* within a few hours after the ex- 
piration of a Congress. Consequently those 
who had business at the Executive Mansion 
deferred making a call until about 10:30 
o’clock and then there was the dickens to 
pay. Upwards of a hundred ex-Con- 
gressmen put in an appearance, some in 
their own behalf and others to look 
out for the interests. of former 
constituents, but at the outset they were met 
with the stunning announcement that the 
President haa left the city and there was no 
telling when he would return. Some of the 
doubting Thomases thought Private Secre- 
tary Thurber was poking fun at them and 
would not believe the President was absent 
from his offive until they had been permitted 
to peer in at the unoccupied chair at the big 
oak desk. Those who did not express their 
sentiments audibly looked unutterable 
things, ana it is pretty safe to assume they 
were not complimentary to the President. 
All this time, however, the object of Congres- 
sional denunciation and wrath was caimly 
floating down the Potomac, smoking a cigar 
and ‘plaving a game of cribbage to while 
away the time until the ducking shores should 
be reached.

our agricultural products are becoming more 
popular every year in Germany in spite of 
the many indirect and false attacks made 
upon them, Anything is welcomed that cre. 
ates a false impression about America among 
the people. The agrarians are also demand. 
ing an ‘increase of duty on -“ottonseed oils 
from 98 cents per 220 pounds to $2.30, 
There are eight principal oil manufacturers 
located at Mannheim and other German cities 
who make peanut and sesame oil and who 
say cottonseed oil ruins their business All 
the efforts of the agrarians to bring about leg- 
islation discriminative against foreign agri- 
cultural products will be futile, hat the 
outcome wiil be relative to the prohibition 
order against American live cattle and dressed 
beef remains to be seen, but petitions are 
daily forwarded to the capital praying for 
cheaper meat. 

The German Government is rapidly extend- 
ing the functions of its Consuls and improv- 
ing the entire consular system with the pur- 
pose of enlarging its foreign trade. Strenu- 
ous efforts are being made ts capture the 
lucrative markets of the United States in par- 
ticular for German manufacturers, and great 
success is attending the work. Consul Sterne 
at Bamberg reports the director of the Ger. 
mah Consulate at Chicago will pay an official 
visit to bis native country in March or April 
of this year for the purpose of delivering au- 
dresses on the subject of commercial rela- 


tions in the United States and in particular 


the great opportunities offered for effecting 
an increase in the export of German mer- 
chandise to America,

HEAVY FALLING OFF IN IMMIGRATION, 


Decrease for Seven Months I« Officially 
Reported to Have Been 76,207, 

Wasuincton, D. C., March 5.—A statement 
prepared at the Immigrant Bureau shows the 
total number of immigrants arriving at 
United States ports during the seven months 
ending Feb. 1, 1895, was 113,375, as against 
189.582 for the seven months ending Feb. 1, 
1894, a decrease of 76,207, or 40 per cent. 
The decrease at New York was 51,480, or 39 
per cent. A great decrease in immigration is 
observed from Belgium, Denmark, France, 
Germany, Norway, Finland, Sweden, and 
Switzerland, compared with same period of 
fiscal years 1894 and 1895. There is 
a decrease of 47 per cent. These 
countries usually furnish the most de- 
sirable class of immigrants. From 
Italy for the seven months of fiscal year 
1894.95 there was a decrease of 5,968, or 
34 per cent. Immigration from Russia and 
Austria-Hungary shows an increase for De- 
cember and January, 1894 and 1805: 
Austria-Hungary, 3,744; Russia, 3,468, The 
recent arrivals are chiefly of the most unde- 
sirable classes. From Nov. 1 to Dec. 8, 1894, 
25,544 steerage passengers left thig country. 


TROUBLE OVER CADET NOMINATIONS, 


Validity of Some of the Appointments Is 
Seriously Questioned, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—Touching 
the recent appointments to the Naval Acad- 
emy by Congressmen just going out of office 
Secretary Herbert was obliged to confirm 
those received before noon yesterday, but it 
appears many of the members failed to get 
their papers in in time, and there is a 
question as to whether the nominations 
received after noon yesterday can be 
considered. Some of the new Congressmen 
who are in town and have heard of the raid 
upon their perquisités have begun to protsst 
vigorously to Secretary Herbert against the 
appointment of the nominees. The depart- 
ment is concerned for the future of these 
boys, for there are threats of reprisals dy 
some new Congressmen, and hints that the 
new Congress will promptly reverse the ac- 
tion of its predecessors and vacate the ap- 
pointments. 


ITEMS FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Making to Pat the New Pension 
Law Into Operation, 

WaAsnInoTon, D. C.. March 5.—The officials of 
the Pension Bureau will soon take active meas- 
ures to put into operation the recent legislation 
raising all pensioners receiving less than $6 a 
month to that rating. It is estimated that 4,000 
cases will be affected by the legislation and will 
involve an increase of about $1,500,000. The 
bureau has given notice that the pushing of in- 
dividual cases will be unnecessary. 


To Practice in the Supreme Court. 


Three ex-members of the House—John J. 
O'Neill (Mo.), John T. Dunn (N. J.), and D. W. 
Brookshire (Ind.) —-wore admitted to practice in 
the Supreme Court today. Mr. O'Neill ro- 
marked this step on their part should be taken 
“as evidence that the victims of the November 
election meant to go to work. They will all re- 
turn to their homes to practice. 


Spain Revises Duties, 


The Department of State has been advised that 
a decree has been issued by the Spanish Govern- 
ment imposing until Dec. 31 next an additional 
duty of 2.50 pesetas (58 cents), 4.12 pesetas (82 
cents), and 2 pesetas (40 cents), respectively on 
wheat, wheat flour, and bran entering from for- 
eign ports the custom houses of Spain and the 
Balearic Islands.

NEARLY MURDER A FRESHMAN, 


Johns Hopkins Students Indulge in Some 
More Brutal Hazing. 


Bautrmore, Md., March 5.—[Special.]— 
Class rivalry at the Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity has this session led to such a bitter feel- 
ing between the juniors and the freshmen that 
yesterday morninga free fight occurred in 
the gymnasium, in which T. Dudley Williams, 
a freshman, son of a prominent Baltimore 
physician, was nearly killed and a score or 
more students bruised and injured. When 
the juniors held their banquet Friday night 
the freshmen played a trick on them, and 
this stirred up bad blood, Yesterday. morn- 
ing the juniors tried to put a freshman 
through the “pop social,” a form of 
hazing in which the victim is 
whirled and hurled about in the center ofa 
group until he is exhausted. While engaged 
in this sport, the freshmen, rushed to the 
rescue of tneir classmate and the frolic be- 
came a fight. The gymnasium was soon 
strewn with collars, cuffs, buttons, neckties, 
hats, and pieces of garments, Bloody noses, 
black eyes, cuts and bruises were given and 
received indiscriminately, and while the fracas 
was at its height some one yelled that one of 
the freshmen was being killed. The 
men stopped at once. Young Williams 
was found ut the bottom of the 
heap, white and motionless. It took 
nearly ten minutes to revive him, during 
which time the students were anxiously await- 
ing the result. They are now just as anxious- 
ly awaitmg the result of the investigation 
which the faculty has instituted. The extent 
of Williams’ injuries is not yet known. The 
faculty will make an example of the ringlead- 
ers in both classes and they will proba be 
expeiled.

RATES IN A BAD WAY. 


TBAFFIO POOLS EAST AND WEST IN 
DANGER OF OOLLAPSE 


— 


Western Trunk Lines’ Committee Meets 
with Sach Poor Success in Maintaining 
Freight Rates That Chairman Midgley 
Calls a Meeting of Officers of Western 
Lines, Who Agree to Instruct Their 
Traffic Departmenta to Stick to Tariff 
Rates=General Railroad News. 


Although strong divisfons of traffic pools 
ars in effect both east and west of Chi- 
cago yet freight rates, both by the Central 
Traffic and Western Freight Association lines, 
are in a sad state of demoralization. The 
Western Trunk Live commiltee (Western 
pool) has struggled hard for the last month 
or two to prevent a general collapse in rates 
with poor success, and the Eastern pool tried 
equally hard to avert general demoralization, 
and was even less successful than the Western 
roads, and this in spite of a solemn agree- 
ment made by the Presidents and General 
Managers of the Cenf®al Traffic Association 
lines at Cleveland less than two manths 
ago. The Western roads blame the Eastern 
lines for the present trouble, while the latter 
are anxious to poe W blame on their West- 
ern connections. It is the opiuion, however, 
that there would be but little trouble if the 
Eastern lines would not continually offer spe- 
cial inducements to Western connections for 
joining them in making cuts on through 
rates, especially on traffic via St. Louis, Peo- 
ria, and junction points south of Chicago. 
Chairman Midgley’s efforts to keep up rates 
in the West having proved fruitless, and fear- 
ing serious trouble, he called a meeting of the 
Presidents and general executive officers 
of the various Western roads at his 
office yesterday afternoon. All agreed 
that something had to he done if serious 
loss in revenue was to be averted. 
The many round-about or “elbow” lines, as 
they are now called, were the ones found to 
stand in the way of a strict maintenance oft 
rates. The strong and direct lines, it was 
claimed, did their best to keep up rates, but 
some of them would in the end become dis- 
gusted with doing nothing and meet the com- 
petition of the weak lines. It was argued that 
it would be better for the strong lines to go 
out of the business e tirely than to take it at 
los rates, and finally a resolution was 
unanimously adopted to instruct the traffic 
departments to firmly maintain tariff rates. 

An attempt will also be made to stiffen up 
the rates in Eastern territory by the Eastern 
lines. A ‘meeting of the Presidents and Gen- 
eral Managers of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion lines will be held at Commissioner Blan- 
chard’s office to consider the situation and 
see if something more effective than the 
Cleveland resolutions cannot be devised, 


HOW THE INTER-STATE LAW IS EVADED. 


Discrimination on Tinplate Rates in Favor 
of Gulf Porta, 

Chairman Midgley a short time ago was re- 
quested by the Vice-President of one of the 
leading companies terminating at Missouri 
River points to submit to the executive offi- 
cers of the interested roads the question of ac- 
cepting the same rate on shipments of domes- 
tic tinplate which the roads protect as g pro- 
portionate rate on shipments of imported 
tinplate when carried via Newport News or 
Montreal, Que. That proportion is 12 
cents per 100 pounds from Mississippi River 
crossings, East St. Louis to Dubuque, both 
inclusive, when destined to Missouri River 
points, Council Bluffs to Kansas City, both 
inclusive. 

In a circular just issued to the executive of- 
ficers of Missouri River roads Chairman 
Midgley says the last named rate*resulted 
from the inability to agree with lines from 
New Orleans as to the rates which sbould pre- 
vail on import ehipments. Through contracts 
were usually made in Great Britain and the 
inland proportion was frequently very small, 
but whatever it was, roads west of St. Louis 
felt obliged to accept their agreed percentage 
thereof, which commonly left them only about 
one-half the rate charged on the same article 
when it entered this country via North Atlau- 
tic ports. In the latter event the rates ex- 
acted from all Mississippi River crossings were 
the established local rates of the Western 
Freight Association. Failing to agree 
with the routes from the Gulf, after 
several conferences had been held 
the Alton asserted its acquired right to estab- 
lish a low proportionate rate from the Missis- 
sippi River on import shipments to Kansas 
City. Subsequently a rate of 12%¢ cents was 
| established to Missouri River points. Soon 
thereafter the Inter-State Commerce Com mis- 
sion rendered its decision in the “import 
case,“ according to which roads engaged in 
inter-State commerce were prohibited from 
charging more on domestic shipments than 
they accepted for the same service on. 
like import commodities. At New 
Orleans there is no local industry 
or freight which conflicts with import ship- 
ments, and the same is true as to Newport 
News, therefore it was deemed safe to limit 
the rates accepted on import shipments to 
those entering via the Gulf, Newport News, 
and Montreal, because when so carried no in- 
termediate traffic would be involved, and 
Western freight roads would not be required 
to reduce their local rates. The local rate 
from Mississippi River crossings to Missouri 
River points is 22 cents per 100 pounds, 
whereas the proportionate rate is 121 cents. 
An effort is now being made to adjust the 
rates upon a higher basis. 


FILED A SUPPLEMENTAL BILL, 


More Reasons Given Why the Green Bay 
Road Should Have a Receiver. 

Miuwavxer, Wis., March 5.—[Special. ]— 
The Farmers’ Loan and Trust company filed 
a supplemental bill in the United States court 
this afternoon asking for the foreclosure and 
sale of the Green Bay, Winona and St. Paul 
railroad. The peti ion alleges that the Green 
Bay company is hopelessly insolvent and that 
its properties are inadequate to meet its obli- 
gations. The petition, speaking on the de- 
fault of interest on the first mortgage bunds 
in 1890, alleges that immediate demand for 
the surrender of the mortgaged property was 
made and the company formally sur- 
rendered its property to the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company. The petition shows how 
under direction of the court improvement 
was made from time to time in the ministra- 
tion of the trust. The facts of the applica- . 
tion for an order permitting the sale of the 
La Crosse branch of the road are set forth 
and the petition goes on to explain that the 
sale has not taken place by reason of the ina- 
bility to secure suitable bids. The appoint- 
ment of a Reorganization committee to reor- 
ganize the toad and the issuance of consoli- 
dated bonds is set forth in great detail. It is 
asked that the sale of the road be directed in 
two parcels. one consisting of the 
Crosse branch and the other of the re- 
mainder of the property, and that the 
proceeds be directed to the payment of the 
first mortgage bonds and the surplus may be 
divided among such parties as may be justly 
entitled to it, Judge Seaman setz the hearing 
on the application of William S. Mowry for 
the appointment of u receiver for the Green 
Bay, Winona and St. Paul railroad for April 
1. An order was issued restraining the offi- 
cers of the company from disposing of any of 
the property.

PUBLIO LIBRARY PEOPLE WORRIED. 


They Fear the Bill to Increase the Tax 
Will Not Succeed, 


in referring the library bill to the Committee 
on Municipal Corporations is seriously worry- 
ing the directors of the Chicago Public Li- 
brary. The bill provides for a two-mill as- 
sessment for the year 1896 and one mill 
thereafter. The present assessment is one- 
half mill, One-half of the 1896 assessment 
is for the completion of the new building. 
The most serious consequences of a failure to 
pass the bill would be the enforced closing of 
the thirty-one delivery stations and of the six 
reading rooms. On an average 50,000 
books a month are delivered at the 
stations, and the monthly attendance at 
the six reading-rooms is over 25,000. The 
present reading-room at the City Hall cannot 
begin to accommodate the people who want 
to use it, so that these 25,000 readers would 
be absolutely deprived of the benefits of the 
library. The directors are keenly alive to the 
situation, but cannot understand why there is 
any opposition to the bill. Its enemies are 
working secretly, and have had bill re. 
ferred from one committee to another in the 
evident hope that it will be smothered in 
some one of them. The system of delivery 
stations and auxiliary reading-rooms has put 
the Chicago Public Library at the head of all 
circulating libraries, but should the House 
kill the bill, which passed the Senate unani- 
mously,.the library will perforce become a 
reference library chiefly, without the accom- 
modations to give it even that value.

Section Bondholders Today- Rights of 
Stockholders Not Regarded with Much 
Reverence by the Bondholdersa—Suspi- 
clons That Special Inducements Are 
Being Offered for Certain Lake Street 
Roudholders' Signatures, 


A number of the large holders of both the 
first section and second section bonds of the 
Rapid Transit company will hold a confer- 
ence today. Some of the holders of the first 
section bonds are taking a severe view of their 
rights. They talk about the desirability of 
pushing the property to an immediate fore- 
closure and of wipmg out ‘he stock altogther 
unless some arrangement is made for assess- 
ing it on a seale which will force stockbolders 
to pay substantially for whatever interest 
they might get in the new company. There 
are many of these first mortgage bonds which 
were purchased by banks and other conserva- 
tive investors at a little below par. The 
bonds are still in the hands of the original 
purchasers and those holders are not at all 
disposed to make any unnecessary sacrifice, 
They paid a high price for the bonds and took 
them in the best faith as an investment. They 
have seen them go down 30 per cent and they 
now feel that every right accorded them by a first 
mortgage ought to beexercised. They declare 
that the stock represents no investment of money 
and ought to have no special consideration in a 
reorganization plan. 

It has been carefully estimated that about

stockholders would agree to that it 
is probable that both the first section 
and second section bondholders would forego 
their interest for a few years while the road is 
being put on its feet. The First National Bank

ndholders clearly above every other considera- 
tion. The second section bondholders occupy a 
rather peculiar position. If their property were 
cut off from the main line it would of course be 
wholly valueless. But on the other band the 
most profitable stations on the line are located 
along that portion upon which the second section 
bonds are a lien, and if that business should be 
cut off it would be disastrous to the traffic of the 
road. There is not of course the slightest pros- 
pect that the two sections of the road will be 
separated, but the fact that they might be sep- 
arated will perhaps enable the first section bona- 
holders to dictate terms to the second section 
bondholders. 

There is a suspicion in the minds of some of the 
holders of Lake Street bonds that extra induce- 
ments have been offered in certain cases to secure 
signatures to the reorganization agreement.

> The Hans for the temporary Postoffice on 
the Lake-Front were sent to Washington last 
pight. After passing through the Postoffice De- 
ent there the plans will be sent to the of- 
fice of the supervising architect, where the de- 
sign for the exterior will be prepared and such 
changes made in Postmaster Hesing’s outline 
‘gs may be deemed necessary. Beyond a 
doubt the general idea of the plans sent for- 
ward yesterday will be followed. 
The center of the building will be 100 feet 
south of the foot of Washington street. It 
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architectural style for $125,000. It is hoped 
that the Supervising Architect’ will have 
drawn elevations which will give the struct- 
ure a somewhat ornamental appearance. It 
is believed the temporary Postoftice will re- 
main on the Lake-Front not less than five 
years, and it muy remain much longer if the 
Congressional appropriations for the new 
overnment building drag along to the usual 
ength. The specifications for the temporary 
structure will be based on an existence of five 
years. : 

It will be some time before Chicago con- 
tractors will be * a chance to bid on the 
construction of the temporary office.

MAIL ULERKS GIVE UP THEIR PASSES 


Hereafter They Must Pay Fare or Walk 
to Their Homes, 

Old railway mail clerks, who had carried 
their railroad passes for years, were surren- 
dering them to Chief Clerk Armstrong yes- 
terday. It was a sad parting—this severing 
of the mail clerk and his pass. It meant that 
if he went home after his run he must pay 
his fare or walk. It is also indicated that in 
this contest with the Postoffice Department 
the railway mail clerks were badly outclassed. 

“It is hard, but it serves the men right,“ 
Supt. Troy said. They would have fared 
better had they nut gone before Congress and 
got what they wanted. They got it, to besure, 
and the departinent is not running counter to 
any Congressional action. It simply had an- 
other way of compellmg railway mail clerks 
to live at accessible points.” 

According to Mr. Troy the action of the de- 
partment a few months ago, in ordering all 
railway mail clerks to reside at some accessi- 
ble point on the railroad over which they ran 
was due to an abuse in the service, which had 
been steadily growing for many years.

Hans Balatka is a native of Hoffnungsthal, 
Moravia.

He 
later studied law at the university in the same 
city, where he directed the Academical Sing- 
ing Society in 1845. Mr. Balatka left Aus- 
tria in 1849, and after a short stay in Chicago 
proceeded to Milwaukee. The following 5 ear 
he founded the musical society in that city. 
For a period of ten years he remained at the 
head of the society, during which time he 
conducted many of the standard symphonies; 
oratorios by Haydn, Handel, and Mendels- 
sohn; and the following operas: ‘Czar 
and Carpenter,” and Armourer,“ by 
Lortzing; Der Freischuta and Preciosa, 
by Weber; “ Norma.“ by Bellini; Magie 
Flute,“ by ‘Mozart; „Stradella and Mar- 
tau, by Flotow; and Auber’s “* Massaniello.”’ 
As the outcome of these performances Mr. 
Balatka was invited to conduct various san 
gerfests and musical festivals. among others 
those held in Cleveland in 1855; Cincinnati 
and Milwaukee, 1856; Chicago, 1857, 1868, 
and 1881; Detroit, 1857; Pittsburg, 1858; 
Indianapolis, 1867; and Louisville and 
Quincy, 1877. In 1860 Mr. Balatka was 
asked to conduct Mozarts Requiem in 
this city.

The Village of Harvey decided yesterday 
by vote of 204 to 168 to become a city.

The trustees whose term of office will be 
cut short one year by virtue of the city or- 
ganization are C. W. Ranger, W. B. Thomp- 
son, and G. W. Nance. The trustees whose 
terms expire in April are W. K. Gardner, M. 
Hanley, and H. M. Scott. It is expected that 
the present Board of Trustees will anticipate 
a possible liquor fight at the spring elec- 
tion by so gerrymandering the village 
as to insure the election of a 
Council favorable to prohibition. West Har- 
vey and Michigan,“ the detached sections of 
the village which won the election yesterday 
on the ground that they were not represented 
in village affairs, probably will return lib.

DEATH OF COL. OLENDENIN, U. 8. A. 


Served During the War from [Illinois Un- 
der Gen. Lew Wallace. 
GALxsnund, III., March 5.— Special. Col. 
David R. Clendenin, U. S. A., retired, died to- 
day at his home in Oneida, aged 65 years. 
He was born in Little Britaia, Pa. He came 
to Illinois when a boy and graduated from 
Kucx College in 1854. In 1861 he was 
made Major of the Eighth Illinois Cavalry. 
which served in the Army of the Potomac 
during the war. Col. Clendenin was much of 
the time in command of the regiment, and 
his efficiency and bravery were complimented 
by his commander, Gen. Lew Wallace. When 
the war closed Gen. Wallace and he served on 
the commission that tried those who planned 
Lincoln’s assassination. In 1866 he was ap- 
inted Major of the Eighth United States 
avairy. Sixteen years later he was advanced 
to Lieutenant-Colonel, Third United States 
Cavalry. In 1888 he was made Colonel, See- 
ond United States Cavalry, serving until his 
retirement in 1891.

There does not seem to have been any bill 
submitted to the Legislature as yet making it 
possible to contest a Mayoralty election.

The con- 
testee is permitted to resort to all the ingeni- 
ous devices to secure delay which abound in 
Illinois to a greater extent than in any other 
State in the Union, or any country in the 
world. 

If the Legislature wishes to put a premium 
on fraud, and to let it be understood that the 
man who gets into an office not by the votes 
of the people but by the criminal acts of elec- 
tion judges and clerks and gangs of repeaters, 
cannot and must not be disturbed in the en- 
joyment of a position which does not belong 
to him, it will allow tne so-called contest law 
to remain as it is. 

If the Legislature is of the opinion that hon- 

est elections are desirable, that fraud should 
be punishea rather than rewarded, and that 
the receiver of stolen goods should not be 
permitted to hang on to them, it will pass a 
law providing that any Judge, whether of the 
Circuit or Superior Court, may hear an elec- 
tion contest. and providing also that the pro- 
ceedings shall be summary and not dilutory 
in their nature. For instance: Supposing the 
candidate defeated on the face of the returns 
says a recount of the ballots will show he was 
elected. The court should be compelled to 
order the recount to begin the day after the 
contestee has been notified that they are to be 
counted and has been requested to have per- 
sons present to represent his interests. Then 
the recount will be over with almost before 
the man whose seat is contested bas gone 
into office. 
Two months öf the session have gone by 
and nothing has been done about this matter. 
It will not do for the Legislature to uegiect 
it. That body is controiled by the party 
which has always been the one to suffer by 
election frauds and by the lack of a law to 
remedy their evils. That party cannot afford 
to neglect this opportunity to cure the glaring 
defects of the contest law. 


THE NEW INTERNATIONAL MATCH, 

All things move in cycles. When it was 
announced that Miss Gould was to marry 
Count Castellane it was inevitable that an- 
other international match would be at once 
forthcoming, and here it is in the betrothal of 
Miss Mary Leiter, whom we have the right to 
claim as a Chicago girl, to Mr. George N. 
Curzon, son of Lord Scarsdale of England 
anda member of Parliament. Without any 
intention to disparage the wedding in the 
Gould family, there is good reason for the 
claim that the Chicago girl has made the more 
appropriate match of the two. 

Count Castellane may be a most excellent 
young man. There are no scandals cofnect- 
ed with his name. He moves in the atmos- 
phere of a very conservative though quite 
decayed aristocracy, and getting more and 
more decayed every day and more and more 
impecunious every year. The utmost, how- 
ever, this young man has been able to accom- 
plish is what George IV., the first gentleman 
in Europe, aecomplished—namely: the art of 
dressing sumptuously, dancing well, and 
doing nothing—a combination which has 
earned for him the sobriquet of ‘*‘ Powder 
Puff. ‘The offensive nickname, however, is 
hardly deserved. There has been no occa- 
sion why he should do anything in thé past 
and there will be stiil less occasion why he 
should do anything in the future, at least so 
long as he has the enjoyment of the Countess’ 
millions. A descendant of the ancien 
régime cannot be expected to do anything. 
The Faubourg St. Germain is not a beehive or 
an industrial center of any sort. 

The Count Castellane has risen to his pres- 
ent condition by the accident of birth. That 
ia not his fault but his misfortune. Mr. Cur- 
zon, on the other hand, has achieved bis 
prominence by the use of his brains and by 
indomitable industry. He has been a hard 
worker, and as the result of his hard work, 
coupled with native smartness, he has at- 
tracted the attention of the world by the use- 
ful and interesting books he has written, and 
of the British nation by his political and 
diplomatic accomplishments. He ise as yet 
without a title, but he will inherit one.. The 
title, however, will be a small affair. He will 
wear it gracefully, but he would have been 
just as much of a man without it. Scholar-, 
ship he has already attained. It is not out of 
the bounds of probability to surmise that the 
premiership may yet come to him, The 
charge of hunting for and buying a title, 
therefore, can hardly be laid at Miss Leiter’s 
door. She has found a husband of whom any 
lady, whatever her wealth or her station, 
might be proud. Miss Gould caught a butter. 
fly in her net, but Miss Leiter has found a 
man who, even without his prospective title, 
would be a man for a’ that. She is there. 
fore to be congratulated, Chicago has done 
better than New York. 

The Jenkinses, as might have been ex- 
pected, have already begun their prying work, 
but it is to be hoped that this marriage will 
not be preluded with the nauseous stuff that 
characterized the Gould affair, and that it will 
not be vulgarized with the sensations and ex- 
aggerations that usually compose the descrip- 
tions of.events which have no other bases than 
great wealth on the one hand and extreme 
fashion on the other. A man of Mr. Curzon’s 
position may well claim dignified treatment 
for himself as well as for his bride. The 
active service he has performea and the high

‘ CALIFORNIA WINE SYNDICATE. 

The California Winemakers’ Association 
formally announces that it has completed its 
organization, ana three months ago began the 
work of securing the control of the wine 
product of that State. It has been success- 
ful beyond expectation and now controls five- 
sixths of the entire output. It recently sold 
four million gallons to the California Wine 
Association at the rate of 12½ cents per gal- 
lon delivered in San Francisco, and contract- 
ed with it for five million gallons in each of 
the three succeeding years at a price to be 
mutually agreed upon or determined by arbl- 
tration. Iis circular states that this sale 
will be the means of ending the opposition to 
the syndicate of winemakers and assures its 
success. 

Three months ago the Wine Association was 
buying all the wine it wanted at 73¢ cents per 
gallon, and some of its members announced 
their determination to resist any advance in 
the price. Evidently they have changed their 
minds, and it appears that one of the objec- 
tions has been obviated by certain leasings 
which will place all the dry wine making 
business beyond the control of the dealers.“ 
It is also announced that the entire product 
controlled by the syndicate will be classified 
carefully, by which method the corporation 
will protect the consumer by furnishing in- 
formation as to the quality of the goods he is 
purchasing. The circular contains the in- 
formation that the price for future 
sales ok wine will be considerably 
higher, that the corporation will is 
sue from time to time instructions 
for the guidance of such of its membera as 
have a private trade, and who are expected to 
uphold it in prices according to agreement, 
that a fine will be imposed for any infraction 
of the rule, and that we now are in a strong 
position,“ expecting every member to stand 
firm, since so long as unity is preserved so 
long will the prices be either niaintained or 
increased.”’ 

So the wine-growing business of California 
is to be controlled by trust methods, and 
those of the most pronounced sort. The doc- 
ument quoted from makes deliberate con- 
fession that certain parties have conspired 
to increase the cost of the product to 
the consumer and dictate the terms on 
which it shall be sold. It may be presumed 
that the men engineering this gigantic com- 
bination have taken legal advice as to liability 
for prosecution, and count on bomg able to 
evade punishment as some other combines 
in the United States have done thus far. But 
even if that position be sustained, in regard 
to which there is room for grave doubt, there 
still remains the possibility, if not probability, 
that the combine will find the job on its hands 
too big for permanent control, 
large supply of material is susceptible of a 
vast increase, and a sharp rise in prices gen- 
erally is sufficient to cause a corresponding 
augment of production. The wine syndicate 
in California may go to pieces because, like 
the men who conducted the whisky trust, its 
members are unable to control the situation, 
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Ix the Homiletic Review Dr. B. F. Kidder 
tells some thing of the conditions of taxation 
in the Old World. In Vienna the owner ofa 
building is required to turn over to the city 
from 46 to 54 per cent of the entire amount 


received for rent, and if he occupies the build- 


ing himself he must pay over a like per cent 
of its rental value. In Italy the rate is 50 
per cent on rural property, 30 per cent on 
city property, 13.2 per cent on incomes, this 
including salaries, and an effort now ie being 
made to increase the income tax to 20 per 
cent. Every family is taxed according to in- 
come, trade, profession, etc., and the direct 
and indirect taxes in Italy are estimated 
to 70 per cent of a 

income. In Morocco the 
state of affairs is still worse, 
The taxes are farmed out to the 
Governors of the different provinces, who ex- 
tort money from the people without any ref- 
erence to the principles of justice. The poor 
fellow who objects to such treatment is shot 
as arebel against the government, or sent off 
to prison on some trumped-up charge, and 
his prorerty is confiscated. Essentially the 
same system prevails in Turkey. The recent 
Armenian massacre brought to the public 
notice some phases of the tax system which is 
operative everywhere in the Turkish Empire, 
The unarmed, helpless Armenians had been 
plundered hy Kurds who wore the Turkish 
uniform and carried Turkish arms, Then 
the equally’ conscienceless and merciless tax- 
gatherer came for the lion’s share of what 
was left. So it seems there are some people 
who are plundered by the taxeaters on a more 
rapacious plan than the one followed in Chi- 
cago. But that does not make our position 
any the more endurable. On the contrary, 
we ought to try to get out of such miserable 
company as soon as possible, and it is to be 
hoped the agitation now on foot will prove to 
be the beginning of the much-to-be-desired

Li Hung Chang was given 
an audience by the Dowager Empress of China 
yesterday in the presence of the Privy Coun- 
eil, who heartily supported the mission upon 
which the Viceroy is engaged. Prince Kung, 
President of the Chinese Foreign Office and 
uncle of the Emperor of China, silenced all 
opposition by presenting papers showing that 
the failure of the Chinese to repulse the 
Japanese was due to the backward policy for 
which they, themselves, were to blame and 
exonerating Li Hung Chang, who spoke 
frankly’ about the condition of the empire. 
The powers of Li Hung Chang to negotiate 
for peace are believed to be complete and the 
actual commission being signed he left Pekin

W. Foster, the American adviser of the 
Chinese, will join the Viceroy today. 

Under date of Tien Tsin the Times tomor- 
row will publish a dispatch saying disturb- 
ances are increasing.

Cuba. 

Havana, Cuba, March 5.—Owing to further 
disturbances in Santa Clara the government 
declared that province under martial law.

HENRY CHALPIN’S BIMETALLIST VIEWS, 


Salisbury’s President of the Board of As- 
riculture Talks of the Problem.

Lonpon, March 5.— [Copy 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Com New York 
World.]|—Henry Chalpin, President of 


the Board of Agriculture in Lord Salisbury’s 
last Cabinet, and more than likely to de in 
the next Conservative Ministry, was asked 
today if the English bimetallists think their 
cause has been advanced dy the action of 
Parliament. He said: 


The fact that Mr. Everett's motion was carried 
unanimously, while a motion to the same effect 
was defeated by a majority of eighty last year, 
denotes a marked advance in public opinion; 
and itis upon public opinion in England that 
the solution of the problem will depend. The re- 
cent action of the German and British Govern- 
ments amounts to an emphatic recognition 
ofthe grave evils which arise from the 
present relations of the two metals. 
Currency reform never has been and has not yet 
become a party question. Among the supporters 

ot our movement there are probably as many Lib- 
erals as Unionists. The present Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Sir William Harcourt, has been 
hitherto the most prominent opponent in the 
present government to any change. If the Union- 
ist party comes into power his influence would 
naturally be lessened and to that extent an im. 
pediment to reform would be removed. An 
international agreement on a bimetallic 
basis depends, I believe, on the attitude of En- 
gland. There is a wide and probably well-found- 
ed impression that if England was prepared to 
join in an arrangement for the free coinage of 
silver there would be little hesitation on the part 
of the other nations; but public opinion in En- 
gland, especially in this city, is not sufficiently 
advanced to warrant such a proposal by the En- 
glish Government at present. It is steadily pro- 
gressing, however. If other countries should be 
be willing to reopen their mints to the free coin- 
age of silveron the understanding that Great 
Britain would agree to reopen the Indian mints 
the opposition in this country to that move, 
which is very powerful now, would, I believe, be 
speedily overcome.

Reichstag Members Have Another Warm 
Debate on Army Estimates, 
Bunt, March 5.— When the debate on the

There had been a marked de- 
crease in the number of cases of maltreat- 
ment and he was convinced the liking for the 
army and zeal for the service were not dimin- 
ished.

CITIES’ REFORM BILL LIKELY TO FAIL. 


Attitude of Some Michigan Senators One 
of Intense Hostility. 

Lansina, Mich., March 5.—[Special.}]—The 
work of preparing bills for the government 
of the cities of Michigan, on which a special 
commission, appointed by the Governor, has 
been at work for the last year, bids fair to 
come to a fruitiess ending. The principal 
bill, which provides a charte: for cities hav- 
ing a population of 10,000 or less, was up in 
the Senate today, and the attitude of a num- 
ber of Senators was one of intense hostility. 
It was amended ina number of important 
particulars and a! of its principal features 
were eliminated. ‘There are fifty-three cities 
that would be affected if the bill became a 
law, and their ioterests are so diversitied that 
itis doubtful if any bill can be made satis- 
factory to them all. For this reason the 
entire reform is likely to fall through. 
The bill requiring that all theaters and other 
places of amusement be kept closed Sundays, 
which passed the Senate last week, has been 
referred to the Judiciary committee, and the 
probability is that it will never be reported 
out. Violent opposition to its passage has 
developed at Detroit and Grand Rapids, and 
will doubtless be strong enough to prevent 
its becomi a law. In Committee of the 
Whole the House agreed to the bill 228 
for the payment of 50 per cent of State a 
county taxes in July and the balance in De- 
cember, instead of having the entire assess 
ment paid in December as under the present 
law. The bill prohibiting the sale of liquor 
within one mile of the Soldiers’ Home was 
favorably reported by the committee, the 
West Michigan Fair grounds being exempted 
from the operation of the biil. 


WANTS ALL CHURCH PROPERTY TAXED. 


Delegation of A. F. A. Members Appear 
Before Wisconsin Legisiature, 

Mapison, Wis., March 5.—[Special,]—Be- 
fore the Assembly committee on the assese- 
ment and collection of taxes this afternoon a 
large delegation of A. P. A. men appeared, 
including the State President and Secretary, 
all for the purpose of arguing for the bill to 
repeal the laws exempting church property 
from taxation. At times some considerable 
feeling was shown for and against the mens- 
ure. One of the sensational features of the 
debate was the statement of e>-President 
Cheney of the A. P. A., to the effect that the 
result of the last election in defeating so 
many Democrats was accomplished by the 
quiet working of the A. P. A., not against

Borsz, Idaho, March 5.—[Special. ]—While 
there was no change in the vote for Senator 
today the election of Shoup will probably 
take place tomorrow, and certainly before the 
close of the session. Sweet's nineteen, after 
sniffing the breezes of liberty for a few hours, 
gave him a complimentary vote today which 
will ease him down gently if not satisfactorily.

Dr, Abeliovitzs Arrested on a Charge of 
Perjury Preferred by Dr. Wetzel.

MAYOR HOPKINS SIGNS THE ORDINANCE,

fire a week ago at the adjourned meeting Fri- 
day evening. 

The Aldermen who visited the City Hall 
yesterday had littie to say regarding their 
work in the Council and when approached 
would not discuss who was back of the meas- 
ure. Asa matter of fact there is good rea- 
son for the belief that the majority of those 
who voted in the affimative know as little as 
the public as to the backers. It is still be- 
lieved that ex-Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan of New 
York is one of the principal men. 


HOPKINS ASTONISHES A COMMITTEE, 


The Mayor Says “He'll Find Out How 
Much the Boys Got.“ 

Members of the Civic Federation committee 
which calledon Mayor Hopkins Monday after- 
noon to ask him to veto the Cosmopolitan 
and Ogden franchises told a story yesterday 
which surprised every one who heard it as 
much as it did them, 

In the course of the discussion as to money 
being paid for the passage of tne measures 
the Mayor is reported to have said:

IMPORTANT TO INOOME TAX PAYERS 


Decisions from Washington on Perplexing 
Questions That Have Arisen. 

Collector Mize says no attempt has been 
made to search out income tax payers, nor 
will there be until after April 15, when the 
penalty goes into force. Many perplexing 

ueations have arisen in the business of the 

shicago office, and a number were referred to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue at 
Washington. Among the decisions rendered 
that are of general interest are the following: 

All sale of live stock or produce in the year 
1894 should be returned as income and the 
actual cost of producing the same should be al- 
lowed in deduction. 

All losses in business and all debts ascertained 
to be worthless must be confined absolutely to 
the transaction occurring and the debts con- 
tracted on, or subsequent to Jan. 1, 1894, when 
the same is allowed as a deduction. 

The returns of 1894 must be confined abso- 
lutely to the business due that year and all 
credits, earnings, and gains paid, or good and 
collectable at the end of the said year, must be 
included in the return. 

Trustees acting for minors can deduct the spe- 
cific exemption of $4,000 in all cases. Where a 
trustee of an estate pays to several adults less 
thau $3,500 to each he shall take no account of 
the amount distributed in making his return, un- 
less said aduits are connected with a family 
whose interests said trustee represents, when a 
deduction of but $4,000 should be allowed for the 
aggregate income of all minors. 

Where husband and wife are living apart, but 
not legally separated, and each makes a return 
there shall be but one deduction of $4,000 from 
the aggregate amount of said income. 

Shareholders in corporations cannot deduct 
from their rsonal income the amount or any 
part thereof of losses incurred by such corpora- 


tions. 

Fees of all attorneys, physicians, otc., earned 
prior to 1804, but collected during said year 
should not be returned as income for the year 


94. 
Where it eee that stock is increased from 
the profits of the year it should be returned as 
income. 

The profits of all estates held by trustees 
should be accounted for in the ro- 
turns made by them as incomes of their 
beneficiaries. A trustee for the benefit of minor 
heirs shall make returns without regard to other 
interests or incomes possessed or received by 
such minors. 

Where money or personal property is in the 
bands of a trustee to be divided among heirs or 
beneficiaries after the expiration of the income 
tax law such property is acquired by the heirs or 
bonofleiaries at the time wien the same came 
into the hands of the trustee and is subject to in- 
come tax as an inheritance, and all of the income 
thereof, if exceeding the taxable limit annually, 
is also subject to tax. 

Profits derived from oil wells in the year 1894 
should be computed for the purpose of taxation, 
as any other profit, without any relahon to the 
investment in the real estate from which the 
same is derived. 

On the question of local or special assessments 
for paving sidewalks, stc., the law is clear and 
emphatic and eliminates all sums paid for such 
local assessments from allowable deductions. 

Corporations are required to pay tax upon the 
net profits above actual operating and business 
ex ponses without regard to tue distribution of 
their funds amo the members or otherwise. 
Where money 41 — in the stock of a cor- 
poration prior to Jan. 1, 1894, and said stock 
depreciates in value, or in the year 1894 is 
found to be valueless, the transaction is not one 
ear 1894, and the loss is not de- 
ductable from the lose of said year. 

No deductions can be allo for assessments 
made by the Controller of the Currency on the 
stock of national banks to replace impairment 
of the capital stock by mismanagement or de- 
preciation of assets. Such is not a business loss, 
but an investment for the betterment of prop- 
erty. i 

Persons eannot reduce their income by making 
deductions therefrom of losses sustained by cor- 
porations in which they held stock. A corpora- 
tion is a separate entity and must account for its 
own business.

EXTRAOTS FROM AN AUTOBIOG-| When show 


RAPHY HE WAS PREPARING. 


— 


They Cover the Time from His Departure 
from His Home at Delavan, Wis., in 
1870, to His Alliance with F. T. Barnum 
and Their Subsequent Work Together 
His Remains to Arrive Tomorrow from 
Jacksonville, Fia., Where He Died, and 
Will Be Carried to Delavan for Burial, 


The remains of W. C. Coup, the showman 
who died last Tuesday in Jacksonville, Fla., 
will arrive at the Union Depot at 10:20 a. 
m. tomorrow. Here they will be taken charge 
of by the Elks, of which order he was a mem- 
ber, and be carried directiy to Delavan, Wis., 
for burial. 

J. Allen White, an old acquaintance of Mr. 
Coup and a partner with him in the traveling 
Midway Plaisance venture, said yesterday: 

„Mr. Coup was one of nature’s noblemen, 
He was always the friend of whatever was 
pure and noble, and his heart and purse were 
always open to his friends, and even to his 


In his circus days his great dream 
was the reform of the _ circus, He 
spent a great deal of money and 
made a host of enemies by driving the 
fakers and bunko men from around 
his tents. Eventually he left the business. be- 
cause he could not elevate it as he desired, 
He was a strict Sabbatarian, and no show that 
he could control ever exhibited Sunday. 
When he and a man named Reiche had started 
the Aquarium in New York, where the Madi- 
son Avenue Garden now is, and had spent 
$200,000 on. it, they quarreied on the Sun- 
day question. Coup was determined the 
place should not be opened Sunday, and 
Reiche was equally determined it should be. 
Finally they agreed that one of them, to be 
chosen by lot, should retire and the other own 
and run the show. A penny was pitched up, 
Coup lost, and he walked out without giving 
the matter another thought. Reiche went on, 
and the show was a losing venture: 

It was in connection with Barnum & 
Coup’s circus on the Lake-Front that Donald- 
son and Grimwood made their fatal balioon 
ascension. Coup violently opposed that as- 
cension on account of the wind. He was un- 
able to prevent it, but he succeeded in keep- 
ing a third person from joining the other two. 
Mr. Coup leaves a widow and one son, aged 
26, who is a clerk in the office of the General 
Passenger Agent of the Northwestern railway 
company. He was in only moderate circum- 
stances when he died. His busivess for some 
time passed has been the exhibition of a col- 
lection of trained horses with which he has 
visited Cuba,”’ 

Extracts from His Autobiography. 

The following are extracts from Mr. Coup's 
projected autobiography, which he ad not 
quite finished when he died: 

In the spring of 1870 1 left my beautiful home 
in the Village of Delavan, Wis., for a short visit 
to Chicago. While in that city I met by accident 
an old and well-known circus manager. During 
our conversatior relative to the show business 
which of course formed the principal topic of 
our chat—I suggested the idea that a g show 


— make money by chartering a steamboat 
and making a tour of the large lakes. I was 


enemies, 


aware of the fact that there were a number of 
towns of more or less importance inaccessible to 
tenting shows traveling by the ordinary modes of 
transportation, but at which steamboats landed 
daily. I did not entertain the idea of engaging 
personally in such an enterprise, but the gentle- 
man, being possessed of keen penetration, was 
enabled to take in at a glance the magnitude of 
the scheme. and in less time than it takes to 
write it he had mastered, mentally, nearly all the 
difficulties and objections to sueh an arrange- 
ment. Before I quitted the city, se rapidly did I 
develop the plan that I became greatly interested 
myself, and by dint of persuasion backed by ar- 
ruments so practical and sound. ere I was hard- 
y aware of it I was a partner in the enter- 
prise and busy in préparations for the campaign. 
Chartering a steamboat, I had it fitted up in the 
most complete manner for the reception of our 
ring stock, artists, etc. The obstacies to be over- 
come were manifold, but with energy and deter- 
mination I had everything completed in due 
season. I soon found it necessary to accompany 
the concern to look after it and my owninterests. 
Our trip was one of perpetual delight and of not 
a little pecuniary profit—the last mentioned fact 
being especially gratifying to me, the founder of 
the undertaking. At the close of the season I 
found myself in possession of some $30,000 
worth of show property and of such a character 
as to be somewhat difficult to dispose of without 
involving great loss. How to make this avail- 
able was my next thought. 


Barnum Joins in His Scheme, 


I had for many years been a correspondent of 
Mr. P. T. Barnum, who had taken no active in- 
terest in the show business for a long time, and 
I determined on going to New York and con- 
ferring with him personally, and, if sible, en. 
list him in an enterprise which I had long previ- 
ously conceived, for I knew his capital and 
name would be of inconceivable value to my 
project. Without delay I set out for the metrop- 
olis. Mr. Barnum was astounded with the mag- 
nitude of the venture 1 unfolded to him, and 
hesitated at engaging in such a daring innova- 
tion upon the old-peaten path of ordinary 
shows. The proportions of the proposed enter- 
prise were so far in advance of any of this great 
showman's dreams, to say nothing of his experi- 
ences, that he required time for reflection. After 
several weeks of consultation and investigation 
Mr. Barnnm concluded to join mein the under- 
taking. I lost no time in commencing the foun- 
dation of an amusement organization which grew 
rapidly to such enormous proportions that all 
the old showmen stood aghast at its greatness. 
I have no space in the limited requirements of 
this narrative to describe the upbuilding of the 
colossal structure nor the difficulties attending 
it, involving constant labor to overcome—not the 
least embarrassing obstacle being the persistent 
opposition made by Mr. Barnum’s family to his 
again engaging in the show business. I orde 
materials so rapidly, however, and labored so 
vigorously that it became next to impossible for 
him to abandon that 4 * without serious pe- 
cuniary loss, although he was driven almost to 
— point after investing many thousands of dol- 

ars.

Diversity of Clim«te in Australia. 

What is our idea of the Australian climate? 
It is most probably new to us to be told—per- 
habs we have never even thought of it—that 
in one colony of New South Wales, in parts, 
the inhabitahts experience a winter like Can- 
ada and a summer like Jamaica. In Kiandra, 
a mining town on the border-line between 
New South Walesand Victoria, there is no 
communication with the outside world for 
four months in the year except by the use of 
snow-shoes. Snow-shoe races are organized, 
and the mail-man has to use this means of 
locomotion. At the same time in Queensland 
the sun will be pouring down in overpower- 
ing strength, drying up all before him and 
making water dearer than wine. To continue 
the tale of this diversity of climate, in part of 
Northern Queensland rainfall and vegeta- 
tion are pot unlike those of Ceylon; in the 
northern rivers of New South Wales cane- 
brakes flourish as moist and luxuriant as in 
Jamaica; in the west of the same colony a 
long file of camels laden with merchandise 
has become a common object, and in Tas- 
mania Assam hybrid tea-plants grow side by 
side with barley, maize. and potatoes,—Al/ 
the Year Round.

REVERSE FOR HANECY 


HIS SENTENCE ON JAMES M OHAPIN 
IS NOT SUSTAINED. 


Man Was Given Ten Days in Jail and a 
Fine of $50 for Contempt of Court 
Charged with Tampering with a Jury 
in a Chicago City Railway Damage Suit 
World's Columbian Exposition Loses 
One Case and Wins One=—List of Appel- 
late Dacisions=General Court News. 

In the opinions handed down yesterday by 
the Appellate Court the judgment of Judge 
Hanecy committing James M. Chapin to the 
County Jail for ten days and imposing a fine 
of $50 for contempt of court was reversed 
by the court. Chapin was charged with tam- 
pering witha jury in a Chicago City railway 
damage suit. The order of the Circuit Court 
was based upon the oral testimony of Chapin. 
Justice Shepard, however, says: 

This was an error; except by statute there is 
no legitimate way by which the Judge ofa 
court of law or equity may be informed of facts 
upon which he isto act by the oral testimony of 
witnesses. 

The judgment obtained in the Superior 
Court by Adolph Liesegang against the 
World's Columbian Exposition for $666 was 
reversed and the cause remanded. Liesegang 
was suspended as leader of the Chicago Band 
because his band refused to play with the Cin- 
cinnati Band Oct. 7. 

James L. Richards, a ticket seller at the Ex- 
position, fared better at the hands of the 
court. His judgment of $225 obtained in 
the Circuit Court against the Exposition was 
affirmed. Richards: sued for damages sus- 
tained by him in being discharged asa ticket 
seller before his term was at an end.

ARGUMENTS IN A NOTED BANK CASE, 


Question Involved of the Preference of 
Savings Bank (Claims. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 5.— The Su- 
preme Court of the United States today 
heard arguments in the case of Charles Davis, 
plaintiff in error, vs. The Elmira Savings 
Bank. The case involves the question as to 
whether the claims of saving banks shall have 
preference over other claims on national banks 
that have failed and involve large interests. 
It appears that at the time this case was in 
the Court of Appeals, in May last there were 
more than $18,000,000 of savings bank de- 

its in national banks in New York alone. 

decision in the present case will deter- 
mine what shall be done in all similar cases 
with such funds, and will not only affect 
the savings banks, but the de- 
positors of the failed national banks as 
well. There is ap 
the State law of New York and the Con- 
gressional statute bearing on the question as 
there is between the national law and laws of 
various States. The Supreme Court of 
New York and the Court of Appeals of that 
State have both held in the case now before 
the Supreme Court of tne United States that 
the State law was valid, and that the savings 
bank was entitled to a preference in the set- 
tlement of the affairs of tne Eimira National 
Bank, in which the funds of the Elmira Sav- 
ings Bank were deposited and of which Davis, 
the plaintiff in error, is receiver. 

The argument in the three cases involving 
the constitutiality of the income tax law will 
be heard tomorrow and wiil be passed upon 
together. Attorney-General Olney has an- 
nounced his intention to represent the gov. 
ernment personally. . 


DECLARE DAHNKE IN CONTEMPT. 


Appellate Court Justices, with One Excep- 
tion, Sustiin the Fine Inflicted. 

The Appellate Court yesterday sustained 
Judge Freeman’s action in fining Christopher 
Dahnke $50 for contempt in interfering with 
the Judge’s occupancy of his court room. As 
custodian of the County Building, Dahnke 
acted under instruction of the Commissioners 
and the issue involves the power lawfully 
vested in the County Board and Sheriff. 
Justices Shepard and Waterman sustained 
Judge Freeman, but Justice Gary writes a 

niing Opinion. When the County Com- 
missioners found there were not enough court 
rooms to accommodate all the Judges, they 
ordered Judge Freeman to move from the 
quarters where he had been holding court. In 
pursuance of this order Dahnke changed the 
locks on the doors and was fined for con- 
+ tom 1. Judge Freeman. When discussing 
the law Justice Shepard says the County Com- 
missioners are custodians of county prop- 
arty, including the court rooms. To the 
sheriff he says is intrusted the duty of pro- 
tecting the dignity of the court and prevent- 
ing any. disturbance to the rooms assigned to 
the Judges. He concludes that Dahnke’s ac- 
fon was unwarranted and sustains the fine. 
Judge Waterman writes another opinion to 
the same effect. Justice Gary dissents, hold. 
ing that as the Commissioners are custodians 
of the building they have the right to desig. 
nate the quarters that the Judges shall oc- 
cupy.
